Ia the fiTBt place the 
spectacle of anybody safely treating the 
United States senate with contempt is 
not a pleasant one for an American to 
contemplate, and, in the second place, 
Borne information which greatly inter- 
ests the people is in Mr. liavemeyer'u 
keeping. Sjaie ugly charges have been 
made against tbe eugar truet and ite 
methods, ami a knowledge of their 
truth or falsity is of much importance 
to the pubVic. It ia asserted, for in- 
Btance, that the truat uses its vast 
power, as well as its money, to debauch 
politics, and it even ia alleged that the 
trail of its corrupting coin is in the na- 
tional lejtglative halls. Tbie assertion 
and allegation standing unrofuted, the 
value of Haveuieyer'fl testimony, could 
he be compelled lo give it, as Broker 
Chapman 
might he, muet be recog- 


nized by everybody. H is a pity, we 
say, that the law gives its indorsement 
to thosuKar-truBt king'econtemptof and 
for the federal senate. 


One feature of this caee ifl worthy of 


special mention. Mr. Havemeyer had 
given his testitnony.eo far ae he pleased, 
before the senate committee and steuo- JJjJnT ' 
graphic notes were taken of it. These 
notes were of the utmost importance in 
the racent trial, aa snowing what he 
had teitiUed-and to what he had refused 
to testify, But on the trial the notes had 
disappeared; they were not to be found. 
It was another of those mysterious dis- 
appearances which are not unknown to 
court* and legislatures.
